H arvest over the county, for the 
m ost part, w ill la* finished by the end 
of this week, said N. l l Tisdal, county 
farm agent, yesterday, and threshing 
will begin •pretty generally tile first of 
next week. F anners of Hie vicinity are 
well satisfied with their progress thus 
far, there having been favorable weal li­ 
er for cutting and plenty of hand* to 
help w ith the harvest. 
“Labor in this part of the country 
is alw ays pentiful,” said Mr. Tisdal," 
and where a man has been short hand­ 
ed it is usually because he has not 
made a determ ined effort to get help." 
Farm ers m ar Oklaunion and H ar­ 
rold are of the opinion that the grain 
w ill yield practically a s much to the 
aero as last year’s crop. 
These work­ 
ers have practically finished cutting 
and shocking their grain, there tieing 
a few , however, in the vicinity of H ar­ 
rold w ho w ill require a part of next 
week to finish up. 
An interview wit Ii 
farm ers in lid s district disclosed the 
fact that help has been more plentiful 
in that section this season than ever 
before. 
B usbies men of Harrold ti lid 
Oklaunion have eo-operated in obtain­ 
ing bunds for agriculturists near the 
towns.
